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This is a decision on the paper filed on 16 October, 2005, which 
is treated as a petition to withdraw the holding of abandonment. 

This application became abandoned on 24 March, 2005, for failure 
to file a proper reply to the Notice of Non-Compliant Amendment 
mailed on 23 February, 2 005, which set a one (1) month period for 
reply. On 12 April, 2005, petitioner filed an untimely 
amendment. On 4 October, 2005, a Notice of Abandonment was 
mailed. 

Petitioner has presented no evidence that a reply was timely 
filed. In this respect, while petitioner argues that he was not 
timely informed that an extension of time was due, it is noted 
that while the Office attempts to provide timely notification of 
an incomplete response, it is under no obligation to due so. 
Rather, it is petitioner's responsibility to file a complete and 
timely response. 

As such the application is properly held abandoned. 
The petition is DISMISSED. 

The petitioner may want to consider filing a petition to revive 
under 37 C.F.R. 1.137(b). 

Any request for reconsideration must be filed within TWO (2) 
MONTHS of the date of this decision.
